The union announced that work- 
men would report to the West-Ber- 
lin marshalling yards this morning 
to make technical preparations for 
untangling the chaos brought by 
the five-week strike. 

By Friday freight trains from 
‘West Germany to Berlin will be 
moving through the yards and to- 
ward unloading stations, the union 
said,

to reject the laiest proposal to 
end their walkout and drew a stern 
admonition from an American of- 
ficial.

Recently a British Columbia 
group went on record urging 
that the name of Mount Gari- 
baldi be changed to honor an 
outstanding pioneer of the prov- 
ince. There’s very little chance 
of this. Nearly all mountaineers 
oppose such changes (they were 
all sore when the _perfectly- 
named Castle Mountain was 
switched to Mount Eisenhower). 
But if some change is ever 
seriously contemplated there can 
be only one choice. It will have 
to be called Mount Brandvold. 

The three remarkable Brand- 
volds—Ottar, Emil and Joan— 
will surely some day be a legend 
when this amazing park is open- 
ed wide to the public. Now, as 
only residents in the park, 
operating their mile-high Dia- 
mond Head Chalet, they have to 
themselves, in effect, the world's 
most thrilling thousand square- 
mile estate and God is their 
gardener, 

The log Chalet, where pink 
and white heather blooms on 
.the sod roof in summer, looks 
like something lifted from a 
Swiss travel poster. It stands 
on the edge of alpine meadows 
beside the two small, crystal 
Elfin Lakes and looks out on 
the tower of Garibaldi, a couple 
of hour's skiing time away. 

Inside, it's a warm, cheerful 
place where big phonograph 
may reflect the mood with ac- 
cordion schottiches or Beetho- 
ven. Ottar stands at the stove 
making his renowned “Norske 
kjotboller” (Norwegian meat 
balls) Emil whips up his feath- 
ery hot biscuits, and the skiers 
talk of the day’s runs and the 
promise of powder snow to- 
morrow. 

And for these three this is a 
dream that came true by sweat 
and a good deal of courage. 


Finding 
A Home 
Ottar is 44 and Emil is two 
years younger. They are raw- 
boned, obviously Scandinavian, 
soft-spoken and philosophical 


men who feel hemmed in near 
civilization. Their father had 
been a farmer and the operator 
of ski hostels in Gudbrandedalen, 
Norway, and the brothers eame to 
Canada in 1929 intending to pick 
up the gold nuggets, said to be 
lying everywhere on the streets, 
and return home, Nothing work- 
ed out according to plan. 

The brothers worked awhile

When you look at a raindrop you! 
think of it as transparent and think} 
also that the light goes straight! 
through. But actually some of it 
is reflected from the inner sur- 
faces like from a mirror. 

Light is bent, or refracted, as It 
enters the raindrop and again when! 
it leaves. The different vibrations 
are refracted at different angles 
and so white light is broken up 
into red, orange, yellow, green, 
blue, indigo and violet. But in very 
few rainbows do we ever see all 
these colors. One or more of the 
colors is generally missing. 


The centre of the rainbow lies 


on a line joining your eye with the 
sun, which means that your shadow 
always points directly at the mid- 
dle of the bow. You have heard 
the story there is a pot of gold at 
the end of the bow. It would be 
difficult to find where the rain- 
bow ends because it has no end. 
As you move so the rainbow moves. 


NO TWO THE SAME 


Another curious thing about rain- 
bows is that no two people have 
ever seen exactly the same ratu- 
bow. If your friend is standing 
beside you he sees a different bow 
although it will appear in almost 
exactly the same position. 

Rainbows generally appear when 
the sun is fairly low, either in the 
early morning or late afternoon.) 
Often after supper, after a sun-| 
shower, you have seen a beautiful} 
bow in the sky, The lower the sun} 
is ‘ the sky the higher will be 
the bow. E 

A true rainbow is never more 
than half a circle in size. But 
sometimes the bow vou see is 
formed by the sunlight reflected 
from a sheet of water and then it 
will be more than a semi-circle. 
These bows aren't so clear and 
often at the same time you can see 
the true rainbow formed directly 
by the sun,
